A NOTE ON INDEX TERMS 

In general, indexes before the 1970s used the term "negroes" to refer to 
blacks* After that date, most indexes changed to Blacks" or "Afro- 
Americans.** Also, it is necessary to check for subject headings that begin 
with the word negro or black, such as "black women" or "negro students*" 
Information on the civil rights movement may be found by looking under terms 
such as "Civil Rights- -United States." Most indexes will also index articles 
about specific individuals under the name of the individual, for example, 
"King, Martin Luther Jr*"

Many government agencies produce detailed statistics covering many 
subjects. The Census Bureau, particularly, publishes data from the 
decennial census of population and housing and from the quinquennial 
economic censuses which are of interest to minority groups. These reports 
include information on the characteristics of racial groups, such as 
income, education, employment status, family composition, and age. 1990 
data from the decennial census are available.
